The Oregon was struck on the port side, 
near the foremast, and right under the din- 
ing saloon.

A THOUSAND ACRES TO EACH INDIAN. 


The Montana People Want the Great North 
© Reservation of the Biackfeet Cut Down Seo 
that Settiers May Have a Chance. 

New Lokk. March 183.— Special. I— Gov. 8. 
T. Hauser of Montana has spent much of bis 
time bere and at Washington this winter. He 
is not yet confirmed, but be does not seem to 
care much whether be is put through or not. 
His interest centres rather in the admission of 
Montana and a United States Senatorship. 
Hauser is President of the First National Bank 
at Helena, ove of the pioneers of the Territory, 
and worth two or three millions. I ran across 
bim today and found ‘him full of the North 
Reservation question. Said he: 

I bave just received copies of resolutions asking 
me to codperate with a committee that is coming 
on to Washington to get the North Keservation cut 
down. It consists of 2,000,000 acres of land, 
in * strip eighty to 
and 500 miles along the 
of Montana. This enormous tract of land is set 
aside for about 3,500 Blackfeet and kindred tribes. 
There has never been more than 2,000 Indians on 
it at any one time, and usually they are all off in 
British America. The land will support a million 
head of cattle or 250,000 people. It is rich crazing 
land, borderéd by the Missoug River, and the grass 
now all goes to waste. It ought to be cut down 
two-thirds or three-fourths. Within three months 
after it is cut down 500,000 cattle will be feeding

The fighting, though of the smash- 
ing order, was very scientific, and the round was so 
evenly balanced that none of the experts present 
couid tell who had the best of it. 

Round 4—Without any preliminary sparring 
Dempsey dashed in his left hand, catching Le 
Blanche over tae right eye, cutting it almost to the 
bone. Thecrimson stream ran down to the floor, 
blinding the French-Can and making the 
floor so slippery that a good foothold was almost 
impossible. The pain of the wound and the sight 
of the blood seemed to render the Marine furtous, 
and de rushed at his antagonist like a mad 
ball. The onslaught was 80 terrific’ that 
even Dempsev's straight counter could 
not prevent Le Blanche landing a frightfal 
left-handed blow in the mouth. The crimson 
stream turned their blue trunks into a dirty brown, 
while the floor looked like that of a slaughter- 
house. Both men had to draw back to wipe the 
blood away with their hands. Le Blanche came 
with a rush again and landed both hands on the 
chest and ribs. Both blows were hard, but they 
were mere love-taps com pared with what Dempsey 
sent in. One of his left-handers caught 
Le Blanche in the pit of the stom- 
ach and it almost doubled him up, and 
before he could get straight Dempsey had 
made the upper cut on the lower part of the chest.

The Northern Pacife’s Pians. * 

St. Pau, Minn., March 16.— [Special. I— Gen. 
Anderson, Chief Engineer of the Northern Pa- 
cifie, bas returned from Washington Territory. 
Re was accompanied by A. M. Cannon, Presi 
dent ot the recently-incorporated Spokane 
Falle & Palouse Railroad. Gen. Anderson was 
m Washington Territory several weeks, and 
during that time made an inspection trip over 
the company’s Cascade Division. He says: 

Work upon the division is progressing rapidly. 
So far thirty-three miles Of track have deen laid 
north from Yakima, and the additional seven miles 
to carry idee ralle to Billensburg will 
be completed early in April. Application 
has already been made to the Secretary 
of the Interior for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to examine the forty-mile section. The com- 
mission is expected out this way about the 15th 
prox. Between Bliensburg and the western. end 
of the G@ivision there are seventy-five and a balf 
miles Of road to bulld. This includes the tunnel 
through the mountains. Work upon the tunnel is 
now progressing satisfactorily. 

The Butte Bra Spokane Falls & Pa- 
louse Road are the only two branches detinitly de- 
cided upon. The Northern Pacific will reach Butte 
by rébuliding the present line of the Utah & North- 
ern and taking it a standurd-gage road. When 
this is done a third, or rather an inside rail, will be 
baid, to allow the operation of the narrow-gage line 
of the Utah & Northern. This settlement of the 
Batte branch is the result of an agreement be- 
tween the Unten Pacific and Northern Pacific 
officials made some time aga The papers 
have -not as yet been signed, but will be 
in the very pear future.

It cannot be expected that men should give 
up their old babits all of a sudden, and with 
the new election law to fight it cost the Demo- 
cratic City Committee a hard struggle before 
the Crawford Primary law was adopted. Sev- 
eral meetings were held the week before last. 
The Young Democracy and a joint meeting of 
all the Democratie organizations both for some 
time contented themselves with expressing it 
as “the sense of the bodies that tne primaries 
should be held under the Crawford law. The 
City Committee protestéd against any more 


resolutions of such “sense” and said it also 


had the sense that the law ought to be 
adopted. But they did not adopt it. They be- 
came more autocratic as it was given out that 
the Young Democracy was dead and had been 
reunited with the old Democracy in substance 
if not in form. But the oorpse gave a lively 
kick, It changed its tone and “demanded” 
that the City Committee call the primaries un- 
der the Crawford law. After a long 
and desperate fight the City Committee 
Was compelled to yield for fear of a rupture 
and the Crawford law was adopted last Friday 
night. The city primaries will be held one day 
after those of the Republicans, March 27, when 
the result of the Republican primaries will be 


known. The South Town primaries are to be 
beid the game day, those of the West Town 
Monday, March 20, While those of the North 
Town remain to be fixed. 


ALDERMANIC. 

The Aldermanic situation In the First Ward 
remains in the same unsettied state as before, 
except that the Republicans must work barder 
than they thought to overvome thé frauds at 
the registration. Frank Warren bas been put 
in romination by the Republican ward club. 

The Second Ward is all torn up over the 
Wrangles among the Democrats. George M. 
Baker of No. 675 Wabash avenue is a Demo- 
cratic candidate. He is a young, industrious 
‘man, a carpetiayer in the employ of Davis & 
Moree. Baker was one of the DéMocratic ad- 
vooates of the new Election law. The other 
Democratic candidate is William Bassett, a 
liveryman on Wabash avenue, who has the sup- 
port of most of the regular Democrats. Ie 
Abrahams and John J. Lelendecker are run- 
ning these two against Pat Sanders, and bave 
brought matters to such a pitch that Sanders 
bas refused to go before the primaries at all, 
and is determined to run as an independent.

AN AFTERNOON DISCOURSE ON SWEARING, 
SABBATH-BREAKING, AND OTHER SINS. 
The Rev. Sam Jones spoke to men only at 

Casino Skating-Rink yesterday. The natural 

curiosity to hear him was increased by the 

novel form of an invitation to males only, and 
the result was an audience of the stronger sex 
which filled the lower floor, the main galeries, 
and the private boxes. Hundreds who could 

not find seats stood up. There was not a 

woman or girl in the entire building; even the 

choir was made up of male voices exciusiveiy. 

The doors were closed at 8 o'clock and thou- 

sands were turned away. On the table set 

apart for the Georgia Gospel-speaker’ s use was 

a large, bandsome basket of flowers sent him 

by the women of Plymouth Congregational 

Church. 

The Rev. Mr. Bland conducted the meeting 
and the Rev. Dr. Barrows read as the opening 
Scripture lesson Isaiah lili. Prayer was offered 
by the Rev. Dr. Joyce of Cincinnati.’ Dr. Bar- 
rows, in annovnacing the collection, asked for 
$500, and said anything less would be too little 
tor such an audience. Brother Jones, suppie- 
menting the regular announcements made by 
Dr. Barrows, said he should preach at the rink 
Tuesday morning at 10:30 to women only, with 
special reference to mothers only. At another 
hour during the week he would preach a ser- 
mon with special reference to wives, ana at an- 
other time one witb special reference to daugh- 
ters. These services in other cities, he added, 
had been graciously diessed to the homes of 
those who heard them. 

After the collection Brother Jones stepped 
forward and said in substance: 

We invite your attention to these four 
words in the nineteenth chapter of the seven- 
teenth verse of the Book of Genesis: 

Escape for thy life. 

I bave only about three questions to ask any 
man who stands up to preach the Gospel to 
me: The first is, Do you know what you are 
talking about?’"’ When that is satisfactorily 
answered I have another „ one, and 
that is, Do you mean 
you say?’ And when that is satisfactorily an- 
swered, then I have just one more. and that is, 
Do you live what you preach?” Let these 
three quesuons be answered in the affirmative 
by any man and I will throw the doors of my

heart wide-open to him, and if be will take me 


great, long, old pick of the Gospel and dig up 
my whole nature, and show me there is any- 


thing in there that oughbtu't to be I will throw

[Great 
laughter.] 1 never say a spiteful thing in the 
pulpit. I try never to say itanywhere. How- 
ever pointed and angular some things | say, 
and while you have listened to a thousand 
smoother preachers than I am, you never 
looked into the face of a man that loves you 
any better than Ido. |Applause.] And, last- 
ly, do you live what you preach? A fellow 
living in glass houses mustn't throw rocks, and 
if I didn’t bave a speck of religion I woud 
have too much sense to preach one thing and 
live another. And I am tne last map in the 
world to teil men to go and do as I say and not 
do asido. A man that'll tell men to do as he 
says but not as he does isa hypocrit, whether 
in or out of the pulpit. Amen.“ ] Come up 
to my standpoint and you'll see what I say just 
like leay it.

I de- 
lieve, and about the third day at night I 
walked down the aisle at the after-service and I 
caught Mrs. Hodges by the hand—I bad met 
her two or three times in the meantime—and 
I said to her: Mrs. Hodges, you don't seem 
to be moved by these services. I wish yon 
would give your heart to God and be religious. 
You may die before the lst of October and be 
lost forever. I wish you would go in 
at this -wide-open door.“ She kept her 
bright eye on 9 and she said: 
“ What can I do, sir?“ ysl, “You can go 
up and knew! down at the altar and say ‘God 
be merciful to me a sinner,’ and ask God's peo- 
ple to pray for you.” Sbe was talking with me 
when a lady came up and caught my sleeve and 
said, **Do, sir, please come and talk to my 
husband,“ and I vent off. The next morning 
at 10 o'clock the doctor was sitting in front of 
his wife, and I walked right down the aisle 
after preaching. I shook his hand. Said I, 
“Doctor, 1 bad a word or two with your wife 
last night.

Jones, will you go back to the rostrum and 
read the eighth, ninth, and tenth verses of the 
eleventh chapter of Hebrews—read them out 
loud?”

CHRISTIAN WOMEN. 

There is evidence enough in that record to 
prove to me beyond contradiction that Jesus 
Christ bas intended, ever since He established 
His Gospel and commended it to be §preacbed 
throughout the world, that women should be- 
come one of the most potent of the agencits 
to convert the world and to carry forward the 
triumphs of the Gospel. He established a 
system of Ohristianity that emancipated 
women. 

A woman should take, assume, and hold ber 
proper field and sphere of labor in the com- 
munal world. Society is necessary in our com- 
mon life, in our natural existence. Where 
great bodies of men and women are gathered 
together, we ought to have a form and syetem 
of society. It is, I beheve, a divinely instituted 
practice, a divinely instituted necessity 
of communal life among people. I believe 
that God intended that men and women thus 
thrown together in heterogeneous masses 
should come together by some force of attrac- 
tion which was natural to them, and have for 
ite benefit a sanctum sanctorum into which 
those people should be permitted by character, 
education, and nobie inspiration to enter; and 
those who were brutish and ungodly in their 
character should be excluded.

She should be jealous of the power 
that God has confided to her. She should be 
loyal to the position in which her labors lis; 
true to those principles are becoming to it, 
and which are found in the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. Hers are the influences which make 
men, make ministers, make moralists; make 
men who bave true interest in the human race 
at he The abuse of society has grown up 
through the indifference and laxity of the 
women who rule and govern society. They 
have shrunk back end held back, and those 
who were unworthy bave seized the sceptre 
and have become the rulers of society of the 
present day.

In India there is a class of people who wait 
on the public roads for those who are gentie 
and are wealthy, and those who carry treas- 
ures about them and travel by the highway.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

There were many developments of various 
sorts last week having an important bearing 
on the future of business, and it is not a mat- 
ter of surprise that there was a babel of con- 
tradictory opinicus among speculators and 
others whose constant occupation it is to 
watch closely the drift of economic events. 
With the riots of 1977 fresh in the memory 
of business-men, the suggestion of wide 
spread labor troubles caused general timidity. 
There were some incidents which indicated 
that the power of the Knights of Labor was 
likely to make itself felt where it was least 
expected, and the feeling of uncertainty re- 
pressed enterprise. To this were added hr 
the stock market the collapse of Western 
Union, the failure of the transcontinental 
rallroad companies to come to an agreement, 
reports of quarrels over the management of 
the Reading Road’s finances, mysterions bear 
talk on the Vanderbilts, gold exports, and 
the declining. reserves of the New York 
banks. Coming on an inflated market these 
influences had a pronounced effect. Nor was 
the anxiety confined to Wall street operators. 
The possible consequences fo legitimate trade 
were appreciated, and the disposition of 
many men was to wait for a clearer sky. 

While the effects produced were perfectly 
natural, and while there is still some occa- 
sion for anxiety, it is to be remembered that 
these influences are all likely to prove only 
temporary mere incidents of a rising tide in 
business. ‘The fact should be kept constant- 
ly in mind that the condition of the country 
has vastly improved in the last year, and that 
any ordinary reverse is not going to set us 
back. ‘The state of our finances is not, as it 
was in 1884, such that a conspicuous breach 
of trust or a bank failure would topple over 
half a dozen large concerns and start a run ef 
bankruptcies.. The country is in a condition of 
general solvency and prosper The effort 
to prove that we are going to the status 
_of two years ago will there fail. ‘There 
are plenty of men identified with legitimate 
business interests who see the difference be- 
tween the superficial course of speculation 
and the steady movement of actual trade, 
and they will not allow the speculators to 
throw dust in their eyes. 

Yet it is very easy to show that stocks 
ought to go down. The prices, for instance, 
of New York Central (a deubtful 4 per cent 
stock) and of Lake Store (which pays no 
dividend) are ridiculously high. The strength 
of the market heretofore has been the sup- 
port of the cliques. Unless there isan ad- 
vance in the rates for money, they can prob- 
ably keep the list near its present level if it 
is for their interest to do so; but there will 
come a time when there will be no sufficient 
motive for a strong support. We are near- 
ing the opening of navigation, and there 18 
every probability that the trunk lines will 
eut tariffs to get business. If at the same 
une there should bo a little squeeze im the 
money market it would be hard to hold 
stocks. ‘The Reading syndicate do not ap- 
pear to be through with their manipulations 
of the market. They have ‘‘ milked the 
street” very skillfully heretofore, and noth- 
ing has pleased them better than to see the 
bears putting out a line of shorts. But it is 
yet a matter of grave doubt whether 
they will be able to carry out their 
plans. The coal trade is in a very 
demoralized condition, and Mr. ‘Gowen 
is apt to make trouble any day. The deelara 
tion of a scrip dividend by the Western 
Union in place of the usual cash dividend 
was a. serious blow to the market and to the 
large number of people who haveheld the 
stock asan investment. The suspicion which 
has prevailed for a long time that the affairs 
of the company were not in as good condition 
as was reported is verified, and in view of 
the competition in telegraph business the 
outiook is not flattering. The Northwestern 
Railroad © situation is fairly satisfactory, 
though the friends of the St. Paul Road are 
somewhat troubled by the report that another 
‘issue of $5,000,000 of bonds on branch libes 
is to be made, ‘The earnings of the railroads 
in general are encouraging. Sixty-seven 
roads report $16,282,247 gross earnings in 
February, a gain of $1,315,969 over the cor- 
responding month of last year, There was 
an increase of about 2 per cent in the mile- 
age. In January and February the gross

next few weeks, The demand for iron has 
decreased a little, but the market is steady. 
The whole mercantile situation looks healthy, 
and we may expect a good spring and sum- 
mer unless the labor troubles multiply. 


RAIL RATES EASTWARD, 

The managers of some of the lines of rail- 
voad running east from this city are said to 
be anxious for a reduction of rates. They 
regard themselves as in honor bound by the 
pooling agreements, though seriously ques- 
tioning the wisdom of further sustaining the 
present schedule. The volume of traflic 
shows a marked falling off as compared with 
a year ago, while very extensive arrange 
ments are in progress for taking advantage 
of the opening of lake navigation. A great 
deal of corn is now being bought in 
this market for loading into vessels, | 
and this embraces considerable quanti- 
ties that would have gone East by 
the more southern routes but for the strike 
in the Southwest. ‘The corn offered by sam- 
ple on track is usually taken by rail shippers, 
except so much of it as is wanted by the city 
trade; but this spring the bulk of those offer- 
ings are bought for delivery into some named 
elevator from which they can be loaded into 
vessels. The current rate of two and three- 
quarters cents per bushel, which includes 
storage from now till the property can be for- 
warded to Buffalo, is a great inducement to 
the choice of the, water route. It is a very 
much greafer reduction from the 16 cents 
charged a few years ago than any that has 
been made by the railroads in the same time. | 

Tt ig usual about this date for the lines 
leading east to reduce their rates in order to 
catch as much grain as possible out of the 
volume that would otherwise rest here till 
the water route is available. ‘The reason for 
omitting to reduce now is said to be that rates 
are already low. But they probably would 
not have been held up so long only for the 
troubles in the Southwest and on the trans- 
continental lines. It may be that the con- 
trolling spirits feel it absolutely necessary to 
preserve some bulwark against the otherwise 
general demoralizatién, in the hope that the 
example will induee an earlier return to a 
paying basis on the part of those which are 
now cutting each other’s throats in order to 
live. But it looks as if the policy cannot 
prevail much longer. The managers will be 
forced in self-defense to lower the rates, the 
alternate being the keeping here of not only 
a great deal of hog product till it 
can be ved out by water, though the latter 
has h favored the lake route. It is. 
intimated that a considerable proportion of 
the lard now in store in this city is held un- 
der orders to ship. by steamer to Buffalo and 
thence by rall to the seaboard, unless the 
rates by that route should prove to be rela- 
tively higher than is at present expected. - 

There is a whisper to the effect that some 
of our lake steamers may yet be fitted for 
the carriage of dressed beef, in the same 
way that some ocean craft are prepared for 
the transportation of what the English peo- 
ple call dead meat.” ‘The difficulty in the 
way of doing this for the inland trade lies in 
the fact that the railroads leading east from 


Lake Erie are partly under the influence of | 


the livé-stock men and could not be expected 
to cater to the new phase of the business 
any more than they do to the old. But one 
thing may be regarded as certain, and that is 
that the dressed-beef men mean “ fight” un- 
less the present discrimination against their 
business be removed.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR IN POLITICS. 

A recent dispatch from Decatur, in this 
State, brings the information that the Knights 
of Labor in that section are forming a new 
political party. Their platform declares that 
the object of the United Labor Party of 
America ”’—for as such they are to be known 
—is to organize and direct. the great polit- 
ical power of the industrial masses as a polit- 
ical organization,” and that they will cast 
their ballots for no man who will not pledge 
himself to stand firmly by their principles. 
Upon this platform they call upon all voters 
to unite in the effort to emancipate thé 
** wage-workers of the country from the fron 
hand of the capitalist,’* etc. 

As there is no law to prevent the Knights 
of Labor from forming themselves into a 
political association and running their leaders 
for office, it perhaps may be as well that they 
should do so, as it may teach them some use- 
fullessons. Starting new parties to fight the 
rest of the community has been tried before, 
but never to the permanent advantage of 
those concerned in it, and usually to the det- 
riment of the primary object of the industrial 
organization. It is the best way to measure 
their real strength, and after they have meas- 
ured it once or twice they will be content to 
drop their political objects and return to their 
original platform. The experiment was tried 
a short time ago in Milwaukee, and the Labor 
party in combination with the Democrats was 
successtul, but the next year it went all to 
pieces. All the pledges made by the Labor 
leaders were violated and the tail to the Dem- 
ocratic kite dropped off. 

There is no reason why the United Labor 
Party of America,” which is contemplated in 
the region of Decatgr, should be an excep- 
tion to other organizations of a similar kind 
in its experiences. ‘The men at its head 
want offices which they cannot obtain in sat- 
isfactory number through either of the older 
parties; hence they have set about to organ- 
ize a separate’ party made up of trades- 
unions, whose votes will be relied upon to 
provide them with more offices than they can 
obtain through the regular organizations. 
Once organized their success is purely a 
matter of mathematics. If they outnumber 
the rest of the community in any town they 
will get the local offices; if not they will get 
nothing. 

The reason why these politico-industrial 
parties have never made and will never make 
a success lies in the irrelevancy of the real 
objects of trades-unions to those objects 
which the leaders want to accomplish. The 
primary purpose of trades-unionism is two- 
fold: first, to force wages up as high as pos- 
sible, and, second, te take careof its member- 
ship in case of sickness, strikes, or lockouts. 
When to these objects is added the third, of 
providing offices for leaders and attempting 
the, responsibilities of government, the pri- 
mary purpose is speedily overlooked and in a 
short time they are out of issues and reasons 
for their political action.. Gradually the 


members drop away from the Labor party 


and reorganize their labor unions to recover 
the advantages which have been lost in the 
political turmoil and struggle. It is simply 
impossible for them to serve two issues run- 
ning on different tracks in opposit directions. 
They must drop one or the other, and expe- 
rience has shown over and over again that the 
political issue is the one which is dropped. 
The United Labor Party of America” will 
not prove an exception to the rule, but there 
can be no objection to their making the ex- 
periment.

Finally Martin Archer ordered that some- 
thing must be done with Bunch’s body in the cave. 
fifteen days after the murder. The stench in the 
cave was so fearful that they all put gunpowder in 
their whisky to make them crazy drunk in order to 
nerve them up to the task of getting away with 
Banch’s body. A wooden box was procured and 
the body was placed in it. Two gallons of coal-vil 
were then poured over it, and the box with the re- 
mains carried to a cliff not far of. Here a pile of 
wood was Drepared, the box placed upon it, and the 
pile set on fire. In this way the body was consuméd, 
all but the largest bones, which were taken and bur- 
led in the ground under a huge log. Several days 
after this the Archers were arrested on suspicion 
of having murdered Bunch, but were acquitted be- 
fore a magistrate. % 

Years passed on and the gang continued in 
their criminal career. Finally, John Archer, 
one of the gang, left his wife and four chil- 
dren and ran off with another woman. The 
Arober woman knew of the Bunch murder. 
The Archers kept ber awhile, and finally. be- 
cause she wouldn't swear the paternity of an 
unborn babe on a prominent merchant of 
Frenet Lick Springs, they kicked her out of 
house and home, and drove her to the es 
house. This poor woman then told of the

Something About the Crops Produced 12 ) 
Region—Speculation 


Dry Seasons. 

Rockweit., Ia, March 6-—[Editor of The 
Tribune. In an editorial entitied The Re- 
treating Desert Tas Tunes, in the weekly 
issue Of March 4, saya: However, the old 
belief that farming cannot be conducted with- 
out irrigation west ot the ninety-ninth meridi- 
an still holds good, after full allowance is 
made for the increased rainfall, it must be ad- 
mitted that the ‘retreating desert is disap- 
pearing very slowly.” 

The conclusion aimed at in the above, or, 
rather, the aim of the editorial of which tne 
above quots tion n a part, is to estab.ish the 
fact that the Desert-Land act should be amend- 
ed, not only so as to embrace a larger scope 
of the public domain, but also to restrict the 
size of the entry under that act from 640 acres 
to 160 acres. 80 far as this conclusion goes I 
fully agree with the editorial. The Desert- 
Land act ought to be amended. It might be 
well to include Kansas, Nebraska, Texas, and 
Indian Territory with those States and Terri- 
tories already included in its operations, It 
certainly would be well to restrict. the amount 
of the entry of public lands under its provis- 
ions to 160 acres. No smgie individual has a 
right to more public domain than that amount. 
But I dare not touch upon the Land law of the 
United Statese—at least not now, 

What I take exceptions to iu the editorial in 
question is the taking for granted that, prac- 
tically speaking, it is impossible to raise crops 
‘‘anpywhere between Mexico and Canada 
without irrigation west of the ninety-ninth 
meridian. In theory k may be all right to 
make use of an arbitrary line established for 
the foreign purpose of terrestrial measure- 
ment to define the limits of a practically rain- 
less region. in practice experience has proven 
it to be worthiess. Last summer I had ocva- 
sion to travel over Morton County, Dakota. 
This county lies between the ninety-ninth and 
100th meridians. .I dave never seen better 


root crops of all kinds anywhere in the 
United States than I saw there. The best bar- 


ley I have ever seen I saw there. Both wheat | 


and oats were better there than in either lowa 
or Minnesota, All varieties of flint corn pro- 
duced heavily, and I saw es dent corn of 
an early variety as I have ever seen in Iowa of 
the same variety. Where dent oorn of large 
Southern varieties was planted, while the 
grain did not mature, the stalks grew to the 
hight of ten and twelve feet. I have never 
seen heavier timothy and clover than I saw 
last summer in Morton County. Where the 
prairie was broken up and left low there 
sprang up a rank growth of suntiowers and 
other plants. 1 

I have not the data to show what the rainfall 
is in this part of Dakota. Observation, how- 
ever, proves it to be sufficient, although much 
less than in Iowa and Illinois, where it is alto- 
gether too copious as every farmer knows. 
Has Tue Trisune writer ever asked himself 
how much of the precipitation in Illinois and 
Iowa is useless, and how much ot it is worse 
than useless, and how little of it comparative- 
ly is really appropriated by the growing crops? 

[Tue TRIBUNE writer bas observed that 


‘whenever there was a dry summer and fall in 


Illinois there was a corresponding decrease in 
corn, oata, bay, and crops; and if there 
wag a dry spring the wheat crop was also a 
failure. ] 

It is not so much the amount of rainfall dur- 
ing the year as it is the apportionment of the 
precipitation to the different seasons. I donot 
know what the annuel rainfau is tn Morton 
County, but I know from observation it is suf- 
ficient to produce heavy growths of forage

[It is true that the rain vrecipita 

the ninety-dightb parallel increases as 9 
north. More rain and snow fall in Western 
Dakota than in Western Kansas and Nebraska 
west of the ninety-eighth or ninety-ninth line 
of longitude. Just bow much more we dave 
not the data to determine, but it is daimea 
that there is more precipitation of moisture at 
Bismarck, Dak., than at Fort Kearney, 
Neb., although the former is 100 
miles further west than the latter. 
Another fact sbould not be overlooked by 
those who are contending that the desert is 
rapidiy receding west, and that is, that the 
last half-dozen years have been comparatively 
wet seasons in all the Western States as far 
east as Indiana, and this increased precipitation 
extended into the dry desert country beyond 
the both“ of longitude. Who kuows how much 
longer wet seasons in the West will continue? 
May not the meteordlogical conditions soon 
change and wet seasons be foliowed by dry 
ones? Wet and dry summers follow in cycies. 
There are successions of events in nature, po- 
riodical spaces of time Marked by the recur 
renee of something peculiar, as a series of wet 
followed by a series of dry seasons. The num- 
ber of successive wet summers along the east- 
ern front of the Great American Desert 
has not yet been numerous enough to change 
hope into certainty, or even strong probability. 
It will require many more years of observation 
before anything can be predicated in favor of 
permanently improving precipitation in that 
arid country.—Eb. | a
